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Japan Welcomes U.S., 
U.K. Announcements 
On Test Suspension 


But Continued 
Christmas Island 
Plans Protested 


Japan gave a full, hearty 
welcome yesterday to the 
announcements by the 
United States and Britain 
that they are ready to sus- 
pend nuclear tests for one 
year. 


The joy and thanksgiving, 
which temporarily erased lines 
of political division, were 
tempered, however, by reiterat- 
ed protests against Britain's in- 
sistence at going through with 
her tests scheduled shortly off 
Christmas Island. 


Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi said: “Both the people 
and Government of Japan 


warmly welcome the U.S. ac 
tion.” 

This was not apparently 
intended to slight the parallel 
British announcement. 

Kishi stressed in his 
ment the need for more 
the one-year suspension. 
said: 

“The Japanese people and 
Government have frequently re- 
quested the countries concern- 
ed to effect an early suspension 
of nuclear tests, as well as ex- 
pressed their wish that they 
reach am agreement without 
delay on the prohibition § of 
production and stockpiling of 
nuclear weapons under an in- 
ternational system of inspec- 
tion, 

“The present announcement 
of the United States Govern- 
ment represents a step forward 
toward the achievement of the 
aspirations of the people and 
Government of Japan.” 

The repeated request for 
Britain to abandon her coming 
tests in the Pacific was made 
by the Foreign Office. Shinichi 
Kondo. director of the Public 
Information and Cultural Af- 
fairs Bureau, said Japan “ap- 
preciates” Britain’s willingness 
to end tests after Oct. 31. “But 
it is regrettable,” he added, 
“that the British Government 
has made it clear that it will 
continue its scheduled tests.” 

“We again request that the 
tests be halted,” Kondo said. 

The text of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower's dramatic pro 
posal was sent to Kishi before- 
hand, In an accompanying let- 
ter he said: 

“The views and suggestions 
of the Japanese Government 
have been among those to which 
we have given thoughtful con- 
sideration in our efforts to 
achieve progress.in this field of 
such importance to mankind.” 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Mune- 
nor{ Akagi teld reporters Kishi 
would send a reply expressing 
his appreciation to the US. 
President, 

The Opposition Socialist Par- 
ty hailed the Anglo-American 
decision. It called upon both 
countries, however, to cut off 
their nuclear tests immediately, 
not waiting for the Oct. 31 dead- 
line. 

The Socialists also demanded 
that France abandon its plans 
tor joining the nuclear powers 
by conducting tests. 

Then the Socialist statement 
took a partisan tone. It warn- 
ed the Covernment that intro- 
cuction ot nuclear weapons into 
Japan and alleged plans for 
arming the Self-Defense Forces 
with nuclear weapons ran coun- 
ter to world trends.

Japan to Urge 
Indefinite Ban 
At U.N. Meet 


Japan will present a resolu- 
tion urging the conclusion of 
an international agreement for 
an immediate and uncondl- 
tional prohibition of nuclear 
weapon tests at the reguiar U.N. 
General Assembly session open 
ing Sept. 16, Foreign Office 
sources disclosed yesterday. 
The Foreign Office plans to 
draw up the text of the resolu- 
tion, by the end of this week 
upon the instructions of For- 
eign Minister Alichiro Fujivama 
who is scheduled to return 
home today, the same sources 
said. 

They also said that Japan had 
been working on a proposal at 
the coming regular session call- 
ing for the suspension of nu- 
clear tests. However, the U.S. 
announcement Friday will 
enable the Foreign Office to 
make a more progressive pro- 
posal. } 

The Japanese resolution is 
understood to avoid reference 
to the problems of inspection. 
and stockpiles, 

These sources said this was 
because the Foreign Office 
seeks progress in the most 
urgent area—the prohibition of 
‘tests—first, and does not want 
to complicate the matter by 
introducing thorny issues on 
which there has not beén any 
clear signs of agreement among 
big powers. 

The Foreign Office, further- 
more, is preparing a resolution 
calling for acceleration of gen- 
eral disarmament talks which 
will be submitted to the regular 
session.

The State Department said 
U.S. Ambassador Llewellyn 
Thompson handed a new note 
to the Soviet Foreign Ministry 
in Moscow Friday. It said iden-

The messages called for a So- 
viet reply on Western Big Three 
requests of nearly two months 
ago to get the pre-summit dip- 
lomatic talks started again. 


Technically, the Big Three 
messages were in reply to a So- 
viet note of July 15 proposing 
an East-West treaty of friend- 
ship. 

But the text of the U.S. reply, 
as made public by the State De- 
partment, brushed this Soviet 
note off with'a “no comment.” 
The United States said the 
question of a friendship treaty 
was just the sort of thing that 
could be explored at a meeting 
of heads of government. 


The United States said the 
West was anxious to swap 


views with Russia on a friend- 
ship treaty, but held to the 
view that this was a topic to 
be included in a discussion of 
a summit agenda. 

“The preparatory discussions 
in Moscow are at a standstill,” 
the U.S, note said. “The United 
States Government believes that 
the first thing to be done, before 
the proposals of either party are 
discussed, is to resolve this 
question.” 


The ambassadors of the 
United States, Britain and 
France have met separately 


with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko three or four 
times in Moscow to discuss pro- 
cedures, including a possible 
agenda, which could lead to a 
summit conference. 

Gromyko suddenly broke off 
these talks June 16 by accus- 
ing the West of stalling and pub- 
lishing the pertinent correspon- 
dence up to that time. 

The Western Big Three sent 
a note to Gromyko July 1 sug- 
gesting the diplomatic talks get 
started again. No Soviet reply 
has been forthcoming so far. 


Typhoon Warning

Chen Yi, speaking at a recep- 
tion given by Romanian Ambas- 
sador Teodor Rudenco in Pel- 
ping celebrating his nation’s 
“liberation” anniversary, also 
said U.S. forees were in Singa- 
pore though he conceded this 
was “for a rest,” and that US. 
troops had been sent to Cuba 
“under the pretext of protecting 
the system of water supply.” 

The Foreign Minister, whose 
remarks were broadcast by the 
New China News Agency, hailed 
the U.N. Mideast resolution as 
a “victory for the torces for 
peace” but warned that the dan- 
ger there had not been elimi- 
nated. 

Chen Yi said the resolution 
“has frustrated the attempt of 
the United States and Britain to 
evade the withdrawal of their 
troops and to steal the United 
Nations flag to cloak their con- 
tinued aggression against the 
Arab states.” 

The Foreign Minister warned 
that the resolution did not lift 
“the threat to the peace of West 
Asia and the world.” 

“The peaceloving ‘‘tountries 
and people of the world must 
not relax their vigilance,” he 
said, “but must persist in their 
struggle to prevent the United 
States from sabotagimg the re- 
solution of the emergency spe- 
cial session of the United Na- 
tions General Assembly and car- 
rving out new aggression un- 
der some other pretexts.”

Quoting press reports and in- 
terpellations in the Japanese 
Diet, the Soviet note of June 16 
expressed concern over reports 
of installation of nuclear 
weapons on Japanese territory 
and demanded an explanation, 


In reply, the Government 
said it was doing everything in 
its power to promote good 
neighborly relations with the 
Soviet Union and wotild cer- 
tainly not menace a neighbor- 
ing country.

TAIPEL (UPI)—Com- 
munist Chinese artillery 
bombarded Nationalist 
China’s Quemoy Islands 
Saturday night with the 
heaviest shelling in the 
Taiwan Straits war. 

Preliminary reports issued by 
the Ministry of National Defense 
said between 55,000 to 80,000 
rounds of high explosive shells 
were fired at the four major 


Quemoy Islands in a two-hour 
period, 


The shelling started at 630 
p.m. and ended two hours later. 

No casualty or damage reports 
had been received in Taipei late 
Saturday night. 


But they were certain to be 
high. Forty-seven thousand far- 
mers and fishermen and almost 
ae many soldiers live on the 
Quemoy Isiands, 


Both Big and Little Quemoy, 
the major islands just off the 
Communist China coast, were 
heavily bombarded, the Defense 
Ministry said, 


Rear Adm. Liu Hoh-tu, chief 
Defense Ministry spokesman, 
said the intensity of the shell- 
ing was by far the hetiviest 
since the Taiwan Straits veat- 
pocket war started in Septem- 
ber 10954, 


About 20 U.S. Army military 
advisers are based on thé Que- 
moys. Their fate was not 
known Saturday night. 


Nationalist Chinese naval ves- 
sels in port sailed under emer- 
gency secret ofders Satu 
night after the shelling started. 

A group of Chinese and for- 
eign newsmen along with sev- 
eral ranking army officers, in- 
cluding generals, were ofdered 
to debark from a Nationalist 
destroyer escort preparing to 
sail for the Matsu Islands short- 
ly after dusk, 


The ship canceled its Matsu 
sailing and prepared to leave 
port under secret orders, 


The Quemoy shelling follow- 
ed a month of Communist air 
bulldups In which at least 250 
Soviet built MIG17s and an un- 
disclosed number of jet bomb- 
ers were moved to new coastal 
airdromes opposite Taiwan, 


“This may be the beginning 
of fatigue bombardment,” a De- 
fense Ministry source said. 
“That is day and night shellings 
in an attempt to wear out the 
Quemoy garrison.” 

Communist frogmen have 
been probing the four Quemoy 
Islands at night during recent 
weeks. The Nationalists, who 
already had built Quemoy into 
a massive underground ertress 
before the air buildup, were 
digging new fortifications and 
laying more barbed wire when 
the shelling started, 


Defense Ministry sources said 
Communist China’s recent com- 
pletion of a rail line Inking 
Amoy, Which is 10 miles from 
the offshore Quemoys, with in- 
terior China will enable the 
Communists to keep a steady 


flow of artillery shells to the 
Amoy guns.

Official Currency in Okinawa 


NAHA (AP)—IA. Gen. Donald 
P. Booth, High Commissioner of 
the Ryukyu Islands Saturday 
announced that at an undeter- 
mined future date American 
greenbacks dollars are to be 
come the official currency in 
the Ryukyus. 

No special date was given in 
the announcement but it was 
understood that the change will 
be “soon,” 


Booth’s announcement said 
“initial steps have already been 
taken for retirement of the ‘B 
yer’ and as soon as final arrange- 
ments can be completed all B 
yen will be replaced by dollar 
currency and coin.” The B yen 
is a special blocked yen which 
served as Ryukyuan currency 
since the end of the war, One 
U.S. dollar is worth 120 B yen. 

Last April 11 military pay- 
ment certificates were eliminat- 
ed as a medium of exchange 
for the military on Okinawa 
and greenbacks substituted, 
MPC were distinctive military 
money bills which could be 
spent only in post exchange and 
military installations. 

Booth said, “It is expected 
that the institution of a single 
currency will bring many bene- 


fits to the Ryukyuan economy 
and Ryukyuan people.” 

The Okinawan people have 
been cautious of the possibility 
of using greenbacks and Okina- 
wan newspapers have urged the 
Government and people to study 
the situation and decide whether 
jt le to thelr benefit to go under 
dollar economy. 

The Okinawans are already 
aware that they are under a dol- 
lar economy but newspapers 
were caut: us lest free converti- 
bility of dollars “drain the is- 
land of dollar resources, and 
allow wealthy foreign competi- 
tion to compete unfairly with 
local merchants.” 


Politics Ruled Out 

Chief Cabinet Secretary Mune- 
nori Akagi yesterday called the 
proposed switch to greenbacks - 
in the Ryukyus a “natural 
move.”

He pleaded guilty of mailing 
heroin and cocaine to America 
from Japan, along with Roose- 
velt Walker, beauty salon ope- 
rator, and Hanover Thompson, 
seaman who also pleaded gulity.

Automatic Fingerprint Device 
Invented by Osaka Policeman 


OSAKA—A young policeman 
in Osaka has invented an auto- 
matic fingerprinting device 
which sprays a silver powder 
on the fingers and cleans them 
again after the fingerprint has 
been taken. 


Zenji Shiratani of the Scien- 
tific Test Section of the Osaka 
Prefectural Police will demon- 
strate his device before a na- 
tional police conference on de- 
tective techniques to be held 
in Tokyo tomorrow. 

Shiratani has worked on the 
new gadget since May. It con- 
sists of a sprayer and vacuum- 


pump. The pistol - shaped 
fingerprinting device, which ts 
operated by two tiny twin 


motors, sprays the fingers with 
silver powder and then cleans 
th» finger after the fingerprint 
is made. 

An &volt motor is used for 


spraying the silver powder, 
which is commonly used in 
fingerprinting in this country, 


and a 4.5-volt motor creates a 
vacuum to enable the powder 
to be swept in. 

The handy gadget weighs 
about 19 pounds and costs 
¥5,000 to make. 

It is expected to play an im- 
portant role in doing away with 
the present irksome method

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Christian Art of Japan 


Decorative and Artistic

Japanese religious art, mean- 
ing Buddhist with a sprinkling 
of Shinto, has long been popu- 
lar with foreigners purely for 
ite decorative and artistic merit. 
Now there is activity in the 
realm of native Christian art 
and it is very interesting, from 
both the religious and art view- 
points. 

When Christianity was first 
introduced into Japan in the 
late 16th century, it caught the 
imagination of a large segment 
of the populace and rapidly 
evolved its own native media of 
artistic expression. Mary wore 
kimono and took the attributes 
of Kannon, goddess of mercy: 
Jesus had slant eyes and black 
hair and the manger was off a 
rice field. This was ail starnp- 
ed out and lay almost forgotten 
for centuries, till recently when 
such as Aloha Silver began look- 
ing into Japanese tradition for 
decorations for Catholic mass 
paraphernalia, priests at the 
Catholic university began de- 
signing religious pictures for 


children and the local Carme- 
lite sisters took up art. 
Enderle Book Shop near 


Jochi Daigaku and the nearby 
Catholic Center at Yotsuya 
Mitsuke in Tokyo and the Sis- 
ters of St. Paul Shop on Hachi- 
man Dori below Sannomiya sta- 
tion in Kobe carry a fascinating 
line of this art. Such as Maria- 
sama in kimono, as a Heian 
style beauty, alone or in Madon- 
na pose, painted on shikishi 
(il-inch square cardboard) are 
about ¥1,000. On silk, to be 
mounted as kakemono, ¥450- 
¥500. Odd sizes on cardboard, 
such as one magnificent 11 by 
15 inch full length kimonoed 
Maria we bought, on. silver 
board, run about ¥1,300.

There 
are none of the interesting 
“Buddha crucifixes” used by the 
Tokugawa secret Christians and 
available in many Nara curio 
shops in modern imitations 
{though called originals) at 
about ¥2,000. 

But there are kami-shibai, the 
paper picture theater. Enderle 
has published a series of 12 sets 
of 10 each of standard catechism 
stories, in Western style illustra- 
tions. Text is in Japanese, but 
the stories can be found in any 
catechism. In colors, 10 x 14 
inches each, ¥320 per set of 10. 
There are other noncatechism 
tales, fairy tales for children in 
Japanese style such as Choko- 
san, Lucky-boya, and Chocho 
and Bannin or the story of Na- 
gai Takashi, the Nagasaki atom 
bomb survivor. These are 
slightly larger and are in fluo- 
rescent paints that glow In the 
dark, Cost, ¥600 a set. 


Perhaps there’s a new art tra- 
dition being born. Some of the 
pieces are, of course, only of 
religious interest. But a few, 
especially the shikishi and oshi- 
e, are fine art that would deco- 
rate any home.

Reducing Harder 
Than Cancer Cure

ABOARD THE SS MATSONIA 
Obesity is harder to cure than 
cancer, says a physician who 
specializes in problems of diet 
and nutrition. 


Only one out of 20 people 
who successfully reduce their 
weight by restricting food in- 
take stay that way, Dr. Donald 
Petit told physicians attending 
a unique medical refresher 
course aboard this liner en 
route to Los Angeles. 

Dr. Petit cited studies made 
on people 10 years after they 
had achieved weight loss 
through diet. By that time, 95 
per cent of them were back 
where they started. 

Statistics on cancer cure are 
better. They show roughly one- 
third of people who submit to 
treatment for malignancy are 
free from the disease five to 10 
or more years afterward. 


The small success of weight 
reductions suggests a_ typical 
obese person is naturally that 
way and may not be just a 
normal sized individual with too 
much padding. 

Conversely, the typical thin 
person may be that way be- 
cause of heredity. 

Other investigators have 
found children follow the body 
contours of their parents. In 
cases where both parents are 
obese, 72 per cent of the off- 
spring also is fat. 

Where one parent is fat, 41 per 
cent of children are overweight. 
When neither parent is obese, 
only 4 per cent of the offspring 
are fat. 

It is useless to try to reduce 
the weight of a child until he 
reaches adolescence, Dr. Petit 
asserted.

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Simple Way Makes Japan 
Land of Rising Bust-Line;

Japan today is the land of 
the rising bust-line. 

The reason is a swift, simple, 
painless process that can add 
two inches to the bosom in 10 
minutes flat. 


By this process, which was 
introduced four years ago in 
Japan by cosmetic surgeons, 3 
fluid is injected directly into 
the bosom to enlarge it. 


No hospitalization is neces 
sary. The process takes only 
as long as it takes the hypoder- 
mic needles to empty their con- 
tents into the patient. And, ac 
cording to cosmetic surgeons, 
no harmful results have been 
known to follow the injections. 


The whole thing costs be 
tween ¥10,000 and ¥14,000—or 
$27.78 to $38.90—for two injec- 
tions. 


At least 20 salons in Tokyo 
are known to perform the sim- 
ple operation. It involves two 
injections, each of which puts 
50 to 70 cubic centimeters of a 
liquid silicone oil into the 
bosom. 


The liquid is a compound of 
silicon, an abundant, nonmeta!- 
lic substance, and carbon. in 
other compounds, silicon serves 
to harden steel. In this one, 
surgeons assure, the effect is 
the opposite. 


There's no scar, no fuss. 
girl simply walks out of 
Salon one-and-one-half or 
inches bigger than when 
went in. 

After approximately one year, 
the process can be repeated. 
Some surgeons warn, however, 
that the law of diminishing re 
turns begins working after the 
first injections, since they can- 
not inject as much fluid as in 
the original shots.

Negotiations on the -first-year 
working program are expected 
to be commenced in Tokyo 
shortly between the Japanese 
Government and the Indonesian 
Reparations Mission in Japan.

Glut to Continue 


OSAKA — The continued 
glut of chemical textile fabrics 
in Japan will not ft re- 
moved at least until the end of 
this vear, according to the Japan 


Chemical Textile Association 
here. 

The association Friday re 
leased a review of Japan's 


chemical textile industry for the 
second quarter of the year and 
its outiook for the current third 
quarter. 

According to the announce- 
ment, chemical textile produc- 
tion throughout the world con- 
tinued “to decrease during the 
second quarter due to the de- 
pressed international market. 
The slump was expected to 
linger for some time. 

But, for the synthetic textile 
business, which is enjoying a 
boom in all nations except the 
United States, increasing pro- 
duction was expected. 

In Japan, however, the con- 
tinued glut of chemical textile 
fabrics was not expected to be 
liquidated to normal or near- 
normal level before the end of 
the year. 

Although the output of rayon 
yarn and rayon staple has been 
strictly regulated since last 
April, adjustment of inventories 
was found to be slow.

Import of 
Cheap Goods 


SINGAPORE (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Singapore shoe manufactur- 
ers Friday welcomed Singapore 
Government plans to curb the 
import of cheap products from 
Japan, Communist China and 
other countries. 

They said a system of import 
quotas should be enforced to 
prevent further unemployment. 

They added that a high tariff 


could only increase the cost of 
living. 
One manufacturer said large 


quantities of shoes from Japan 
and Red China were now be ing 
sold at low prices and were crip 
pling the local industry. Two 
factories had been shut, throw- 
ing hundreds of workers out of 
employment. 

The manufacturer said, “We 
are not afraid of fair com- 
petition, but there should be no 
dumping of shoes from an\ for- 
eign country.” 

Thursday the 
Commerce and Industry, J. M. 
Jumabhoy, announced the set- 
ting up of a protection advisory 
committee to assist in carrying 
out this new policy of protec- 
tion for local industries. 

He said the committee would 
advise as to whether protection 
should take the form of tariffs 
or quantitative re strictions, 

Jumabhoy said all applica- 
tions for protection would be 
put to the committee, which 
after calling for evidence and 
fiyures, would give its advice to 
him. 

He said protection was bound 
to cause “a slight dislocation” 
in Singapore's entrepot trade. 

He added, “But we cannot re- 
main alone. Other countries 
have tariffs against us and we 
are open to any outside manu- 
facturer to come in and even, in 
some cases, dump goods here.” 

Jumabhoy said, “Protection is 
necessary if we are to find em- 
ployment for our increasing 
population by encouraging more 
production at home.” 

If foreign manufacturers 
wanted to establish businesses 
in Singapore they would have 
to have local partners, he said. 


Bond Issue in U.S. 
Favored: Fujtyama 


NEW YORK (Kyodo)—For- 
eign Minister Alichiro Fujiyama 
told a gathering of the New 
York Japanese Chamber of Com- 
merce Friday that views favor- 
ing the borrowing of U.S. dol- 
lars through such methods as 
issuance of public bonds in 
America were increasing in 
Japan. 

He did not go into details con- 
cerning the Japanese Govern- 
ment’s plans for flotation of 
bonds In the United States. But 
Andrew N.. Overby, vice presi- 
dent of the First Boston Cor. 
poration of New York, confirm- 
ed recently that his firm was 
asked by the Japanese Govern- 
ment to survey the possible re- 
ception of Japanese bonds on 
the U.S. market.

Extension of 
Stay Without)» 
Visa Urged 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—The 
Pacific Area Travel Association 
(PATA) urged Saturday that 
the time a Pacific traveler can 
stay in a foreign country with- 
out a visa be extended from 72 
hours to 30 days. 


The plan will be placed be- 
fore Government officials in the 
13 Pacific countries involved. 


San Mercer, official of Amer- 
ican President Lines and chair- 
man of PATA’s facilitation com- 
mittee, said that the “visa re- 
quirement on the part of the in- 
dividual countries is a serious 
deterrent to Pacific tourism.” 


He explained that it would be 
a long and confused process to 
attempt to change basic visa 
legislation in nations such as 
Japan, Korea, Australia, Cam- 
bodia and Indonesia. But exten- 
sion of the 72-hour “courtesy 
period” without visa in these 
nations would be easier to ob- 
tain and have the same effect 
for most tourists. 


“If you now wish to visit Ko- 
rea, for instance,” Mercer said, 
“you need. $2 plus letters from 
your doctor, banker and travel 
agent, not to mention four 
photos of yourself and three of 
your intended financee should 
you have one.” 


The PATA resolution backing 
the proposal pointed out that the 
removal of visa requirements 
and border technicalities in 18 
European nations was consider- 
ed to be a key to the postwar 
travel boom there.

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New Traffic Rules 


On August 20 the Cabinet stamped its approval on a 


list of revised traffic regulations. 


They go into effect on 


October 1 without further ado. 
Technically these are ordinances, not laws, and so 


they do not have to be legislated. 


But they have the same 


effect as law, of course—prescribing what citizens can and 
cannot do on certain occasions, 
Taken as a whole they are reasonable and good regula- 


tions. 


They should have been introduced years ago. Many 


drivers are observing some of them already—meaning that 
they are violating unreasonable regulations still on the 


books. 


The outstanding example of this is the requirement for 
a driver to blast his horn whenever he passes another 


vehicle. 


they ever are, 


». Thus drivers who have been cooperating in the 
campaigns for quiet could be subject to arrest. 


Not that 


It is reassuring, anyway, to know that quiet drivers 
will become legal after September 30. Then all drivers will 
be prohibited from using their horns except when there is 
no alternative to avoid an accident. 

The general purpose of this and most of the other new 
regulations seems to be to bring the traffic rules up to date. 
Likewise, the lower speed limits prescribed for night driv- 
ing are to be changed to the same as for daytime. We dare 
to say that a great number of motorists are unaware of 
the existing variance; certainly no one observes it. 

At least one of the new regulations is bound to get 


a cynical reaction.

We do appreciate the effort to be exact, however.

The Sports Center Bill 


The Education Ministry is preparing a bill for estab- 
lishing sports centers in our local cities which have a pop- 


ulation of 50.000 or more. 


The bill is expected to be in- 


troduced in the next session of the Diet as part of Educa- 
tion Minister Nadao’s program for a wider enjoyment of 


Sports by the nation. 


Judged by the Western standards, the present shape 
of our sports facilities—even that in Tokyo—-still is far 


from being satisfactory. 


It may be recalled that the Third Asian Games was 
held here in May this year and Tokyo is also making a bid 


to invite the next Olympic Games. 


But sports are, it must 


be remembered, something that should be widely enjoyed 
by the people before they are internationally contested. 
It is a matter for congratulation, in this sense, that 
the excellent indoor swimming pool, which was construct- 
ed for the Third Asian Games, is now available for public 
use in addition to the outdoor Meiji Shrine pool nearby. 
Yet, swimming pools in this metropolis with 8,500,000 
population are always heavily congested even on weekdays, 
though, as far as sports facilities are concerned, the citi- 
zens of Tokyo are far more advantaged than those of any 


local city. 


The Education Ministry authorities, looking back on 
the experiences of the Melbourne Olympics and the Asian 
Games, explain the reason for their new proposal that such 
facilities in local cities are needed so that we “can make 
the top of the pyramid higher by widening its basis.” But 
we think explanations are hardly necessary to convince the 
people of the urgent need for these sports centers. 

The budget problems seem to be the only difficulty 


that is foreseen at this moment. 


The bill, however, pro- 


poses to construct the said sports centers under a five- 
year plan with Government subsidies up to one third of 
the estimated total cost. We believe the proposal is a 


most reasonable one.

Nuclear Armament of Red China 


When a Warsaw dispatch of 
the New York Times reported 
last Monday that Soviet Russia 
had decided to supply Commu- 
nist China with atomic weapons 
and guided missiles, an interna- 
tional meeting against nuclear 
armament, with 45 delewates 
from 24 countries attending, 
was at its height in the capital 


of Japan. That fourth World 
(‘onference against Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs was closed 


Wednesday evening adopting a 
resolution which appealed to all 
nations to pledge not to use 
nuclear weapons “under any 
circumstances,” 

carlier In the same month, 
on Aug. 7, two Japanese Gov- 
ernment oceanographic survey 
ships, the Takuyo and the 
Satsuma, showered with racdio- 
active rainfall west of the 
Bikini-Eniwetok area where the 
United States nuclear weapons 


tests were being carried on, 
returned to Tokyo Port. On 
Aug, 8 two more Japanese 


ships, identified as the 6,307-ton 
Kazukawa Maru and the 10,626- 
toh freighter Eilho Maru, were 
reported to have been affected 
by fallout from the American 
tests in the Pacific, 

Ships Affected 


On the following day, the last 
of Japan's three oceanographic 
survey ships, the Umitaka

In the meantime, the temple 
bells of Hiroshima on Aug. 6 
tolled the anguish of a city torn 
asunder 13 years before by his- 
tory’s first atomic bomb explo- 
sion, lamenting for the 220,000 
souls who perished in the biast 
that day there. Mayor Tadao 
Watanabe of Hiroshima declar- 
ed, in the statement he read on 
that occasion, that his rebuilt 
city considered the atomic bomb- 
ing raid the United States made 
in 1945 “a crime against human- 
ity—no matter for what pur- 
pose.” 


That night, numberless little 
lanterns, beautifully lighted, 
were set afloat on rivers flowing 
through that old, yet new city 
as an offering to the departed. 
It was a sad, yet dreamlike 
sight. 

Endless Chain Reactions 


In the light of these circum- 
stances, it is easy for anyone to 
understand the feeling with 
which the Japanese people are 
watching the recent trend two- 
ward nuclear armament that 
seems to be sweeping over the 
two continents, 


Since Great Britain claimed 
herself to be the third nuciear 
power, the world has been won- 
dering what nation will become 
the fourth. West Germany, 
crushed to earth 153 years ago, 
has already decided to equip 
itself with nuclear arms. The 
Government in Bonn pushed 
through the Bundestag a reso- 
lution introduced by the ruling 
Christian-Democratic Party 
which opened the. way for the 
nuclear arming of West Ger- 
many'’s armed forces, 

France also, it is believed, is 
far on the road to joining the 
three major powers in possess-

The announcement by both 
the British and the U.S, Govern- 
ment that they will suspend 
their nuclear tests for one year 
is most welcome since it sheds 
another ray of hope on the in- 
ternational situation which had 
already been brightened by the 
adoption by the emergency ses- 
sion of the United Nations 
General Assembly of the resolu- 
tion submitted by 10 Arab na- 
tions for the settlement of the 
Middle East problems. True the 
British and American offers 
were conditional on the Soviet 
Union's agreement to open talks 
for the permanent suspension of 
nuclear tests and establishment 
of an international control sys- 
tem but the Communist nation 
should and must accept the pro- 
posal since these conditions are 
reasonable enough. Once the 
three big powers have decided 
to discontinue such deadly ex- 
periments, it would naturally 
follow that other countries 
could not possibly go through 
with them. 


Mainichi Shimbun 

It is bright news for the Japa- 
nese people that both the United 
States and Britain have decided 
to suspend their nuclear tests 
for one year starting Oct. 31. 
Japan, the only nation in the 
world to experience the horror 
of nuclear weapons, has been 
calling for a ban on the deadlv 
experiments. But we can ill 
afford to express our unstinted 
optimism just because the two 
countries have made up their 
mind to stop the nuclear tests. 
This is because Big Three nego- 
tiations for an agreement halt- 
ing teste constitute a future 
matter and it can not be con- 
cluded in a day. Moreover, the 
issue of nuclear weapons can 
not possibly end with a ban of 


the tests alone, The production 
and stocks of the deadly arms 
must be prohibited in due 
course. 


Yomiuri Shimbun 

The announcements by Brit- 
ain and the United States of 
their decisions to stop their nu- 
clear tests can be ascribed to 
the pressure from world opinion 
which had been triggered by 
the Japanese people. It is doubt- 
ful, however, that the one-year 
suspension will lead to a per- 
manent prohibition of nuclear 
tests, abolition of nuclear weap- 
ons or banning their manufac- 
ture. Thus, unconditional optim- 
ism is not warranted towards 
the Anglo-American announce- 
ments. It is also regrettable 
that France, despite these an- 
nouncements, has announced 
that it will continue its plans 
for its first nuclear test so 
long as an overall agreement 
banning such experiments has 
not been concluded among the 
big powers. The earlier the sus- 
pension, the better since the ac- 
ecurmnulation of radioactive fall- 
out in the atmosphere has re- 
portedly come to the safety 
limit, 


Sankei Shimbun 
We welcome the Angio-Amer- 
ican announcements to suspend 


nuclear tests for one year, al- 
though two conditions are at- 
tached to them. The decisions 


pave the way to check more ex- 
periments and prevent further 
mishaps from radioactive fall- 
out. Even the Soviet Union will 
be obliged to accept the Amer- 
ican offer to open talks on the 
banning of nuclear tests. This 
offer is one of the two strings 
attached by the United States 
and Britain. Even if an agree- 
ment to ban nuciear tests is con- 
cluded by the three big pow- 
ers, this alone cannot preciude 
other countries, such as France, 


conducting such horrible tests. 
Such an agreement should be 
changed to a United Nations 
agreement to be applied also to 
other countries.

It was maturai for the em- 
ergency session of the United 
Nations General Assembly to 
adopt the Arab nations’ resolu- 
tion on the Mideast. A large 
part of the Middle East troubles 
concerned the Arab nations 
themselves.

To those who know what 
strenuous efforts Switzerland 
has exerted in the past 150 years 
to maintain its independence, 
however, the decision taken by 
the Swiss Government after 4 
period of animated discussions 
need occasion no surprise. 

Switzerland's Neutrality 


It is true Switzerland 
perpetually neutral. Its neu- 
trality was laid down by the 
Congress of Vienna on March 
20, 1815, being reaffirmed by 
the second treaty of Paris in 
November of that same year. 

It is also true that this na- 
tion was exempted from part 
cipation in military action b) 
the now extinct League of Na- 
tions when it joined the inter 
national organization in 1927, 
and again made similar reserv4- 
tions in connection with joining 
the United Nations. 

Neutrality, however, could 
hardly maintained by a 
mere deciaration. It must be 
defended—even at the risk of 
armed war if necessary. It will 
be remembered that it was 
largely due to its heavy arma- 
ment and its people's indomit 
able will to freedom that 
Switzerland could afford to 
preserve itself during the late 
war despite the pressure of the 
Cerman armies which wanted 
to go through this country to 
reach Italy. 

The possibility of armed 
aggression exists as long as the 
large powers have not dis- 
armed. Now that nuclear arms 
of various kinds are possessed 
by their armies, there is no 
doubt that these weapons will 
play a decisive role in any 
future battle. To renounce the 
use of the same weapons would, 
therefore, mean that their 
whole defense idea will become 
utterly obsolete. 

Lesson Taught 

If they regard the defense of 
their country as being still 
necessary, then equipping their 


is 


be 


armed forces with the iatest 
and most effective weapons 
must be the only logical se- 


quence to such decision, The 
alternative would be the perfect 
renunciation of action by force, 
—and consequently the renun- 
ciation of the nation’s freedom 
and independence. 


And nobody would doubt that 
nuciear weapons belong, at the 
present technical stage at least, 
to such category—the more so 
because the tactical nuclear 
weapons are now getting 
smaller and smalier, to such ex- 
tent that they will very soon 
become almost undistinguish- 
able from conventional weapons 
in their size and mobility. 

The lesson taught by Switzer. 
land’s decision is, thus, that 
nuclear weapons are now fast 
becoming everyday weapons, 
and that even neutrality can 
hardly be maintained unless 
backed by the will and means 
to defend it. 

Soviet Warning 


What strikes us as most 
strange the recent Soviet 
warning against this decision of 
Switzeriand’s. An official state- 
ment by the Soviet news agency 
Tass, broadcast by Moscow 
radio, charged the Swiss Gov- 
ernment with violating its poli- 
cy of neutrality. 

It said that, by arming with 
atomic weapons Switzerland 
was creating a threat to the 
security of other European 
States, and that the Swiss move 
was directed “at intensifying 
the atomic armament race and 
further sharpening the interna- 
tional situation.” 

“By its decision,” the state- 


is 


ment further said, “the Swiss 
Government is in fact including 
its country in the sphere of use 
of atomic weapons, and so sub 
ject the permanent neutrality 
of Switzerland and its very ex- 
istence as a state to serious 
danger.” 


A nation which itself possess- 
es powerful nuclear bombs and 
intercontinental ballistic missil- 
es and even boasts about them, 
how could Soviet Russia con- 
sider itself qualified to give a 
lesson to other states on this 
subject? If a small neutral state 
possessing a handful of atomic 
arms can constitute areal 
danger to other states, what 
would the colossal armies of the 
Communist states armed with 
all kinds of nuclear bombs and 
ICBMs mean to the peace of 
the work’? 


Nuclear arming of the Swiss 


armed forces is an event of 
another distant continent. Red 
Chinese armies equipped with 


nuclear weapons, however, can- 
not but be a threat which grave- 
ly affects the peace of Asia. 

The decision by Red China is 
said to be among the major 
results of last month’s confer- 
ence in Peiping between Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
and Communist Chinese head of 
state Mao Tse-tung. 

China's Ambition 

According to the New York 
Times dispatch referred to above, 
Moscow, in heeding Communist 
China’s ambition’ to become a 
nuclear power, “ said to 
have agreed to build four 
more nuclear reactors, making 
a total of at least five, and to 
heip Peiping with plans for elec- 
trifying China's northwestern 
region through atomic energy.”

There is no knowing, of 
course, how many nuclear 
weapons or guided missiles 


Moscow is in a position to give 
Peiping, but two things at the 
least seern to be manifest—that 
Red China's monstrous armies, 
at present three million strong, 
will sooner or later be equip- 
ped with nuclear weapons, and 
that these weapons are to be 
supplied by none other than the 
Soviet Union, the same coun- 
try that reprimanded Switzer- 
land fo. desiring to arm itself 
with such weapons some day in 
the future. 

To borrow the Kremlin’s own 
expressions, by helping Red 
China to arm itself with nuclear 
weapons the Soviet Union is 
creating a threat to the security 
of other Asian nations. 


Greater Responsibility 


Linked with this problem is, 
needless to say, the whole sul- 
ject of disarmament. What the 
ext stage in East-West nego- 
tiations will be still remains to 
be seen. However, unless great 
powers give up their nuclear ar- 
mament, there will ensue, it is 
feared, an endless chain reaction 
of nuclear armament among 
nations of the world, which 
might eventually lead to a total 
destruction of our civilization, 
and even our home, the earth, 
itself. 

To prevent the fast advance 
toward the catastrophe must 
now be the most urgent task im- 
posed on mankind, and those 
nations which at present possess 
nuclear devices of warfare 
shovid bear in mind that their 
responsibility for world peace 
has now become the greater for 
that reason.
